SUNDAY-SCHOOL WORKERS. 


Closing Session of the Convention 
at Pittsburgh. 


Prrrsnpnun, June 27.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The International 
Sunday-school Convention this morn- 
ing decided that the Second World’s 
and Seventh Triennial International 
Sunday-school conventions be held to- 
gether at St. Louis in 1893. | 

At the afternoon session Miss Will- 
ard, president of the W.C.T.U., spoke 
in support of the proposition to set 
apart four Sundays of each year to 1 
Sabbath- schools, the international 
committee to furnish appropriate les- 
sons. 

After a lengthy discussion, an 
amendment by C. F. Jacob, chairman 
of the international executive commit- 
tee, was adopted. It says, in part: 

In selecting lessons for the year 1892, the 
lesson committee found inthe course in one 

uarter a suitable temperance lesson, and 
therefore they made the lesson for the 
thirteenth Sunday a missionary lesson. In 
another quarter for the same year they 
found in the regular course a suitabie mis- 
sionary lesson. ‘Therefor for the thirteenth 
Sunday of that quarter they have given 
temperance lessons. For two quarters of 
this year they have selected 8 
lessons and missionary lessons, 
optional with the schools to use either. The 
committee cannot say in ** ust what 
lessons will occur in any t think 
it possible that the selection for or other years 
may be like the selection for 1892, 

The lesson committee for Great 
Britain urged that the committee con- 
tinue to have optional temperance les- 
sons, stating that if only a temperance 
lesson is selected many schools would 
not use it, but select other lessons, and 
the plan be impaired. The executive 
committee therefore recommended 
that the convention approve the action 
of the lesson committee, as indicated 
in selecting lessons, and for a recom- 
mendation to uublishers of lesson helps 
throughout the United States and 
Canada to makes notes upon temper- 
ance lessons, as upon other lessons of 
the quarter, and also to temporarily 
emphasize the subject of temperance 
in lessons in the regular course, where 
it can he suitably done. 

After several interesting addresses a 
final adjournment was had.

Fairly Under Way. 


— 1A SENSATIONAL DEPOSITION. 


Ineffectual Attempt to Have the 
Hearing with Closed Doors— 
„ Chloken Case

After another unsuccessful attempt to ge 
started in the divorce case of Mra.

A CHICKEN CASE. 

Before Justice Savage yesterday morning, 
a chicken case occupied all the attention of 
a number of spectators, and there were sev- 
eral ludicrous incidents in connection with 
it. George Temple, an employé of a piano 
firm on Spring street, was charged with 
having murdered some chickens belonging 
to Charles Maehl. ‘lhe defendant kept bis 
horses at a corral on Alameda street, and 


as the chickens. The evening before the 
slaughter of the fowls, Temple told Maehl 
if he did not keep his chickens out of the 
stable, he would kill every —— one of them. 

The next morning the chickens were 
found piled up ina heap, all dead. ‘There- 
upon Maehl had Temple arrested. It came 
out in evidence that a bucket of chloride of 
lime had been left standing at the water- 
trough that night. and the theory of the de- 
tense was thut the chickens drank out of the 
bucket with disastrous effect. Some ex- 
perts were called as to the effect of chloride 
of lime on chickens, but they did not ciear 


and some another. 

Mrs. Temple swore that her husband 
could not have committed the crime because 
he was at home all night asleep. 

Deputy District Attorney Diehl thought 
he might have arisen from bed in tbe 
night, gone out and killed the chickens and 
returned to bed without her knowing any- 
thing aboutit. He also scouted the idea

AN HISTORICAL ADDRESS.

Some of the residents of Contra 
Costa county, among whom are many 
who have their business interests in 


San Francisco, have inaugurated a 


plan of naming the country roads and 
of numbering country houses on the 
“ten block system. 

The system, as described in the Pa- 
cific Rural Press, is to divide each 
mile along the roads into ten equal 
parts, or imaginary blocks of 528 feet, 
176 yards, or 8 chains each, and assign 
to each block two numbers, one on 
each side of the road. Any and every 
house located within a block is given 
the number of the block. The first 
one—and in nearly every case it will 
be the only one in the block—has sim- 
ply the number; the second one has 
the same number, followed by the let- 
ter A; the third by the letter B, the 
fourth by C, and so on— Nos. 196, 
196A, 196B, 1960, etc. If there is no 
house in a block, the number is as- 
signed to it just the same, and it re- 
mains in readiness should a house be 
built at a future time. 

When a road goes completely through 
a town and continues beyond, the 
country numbers are suspended at the 
town limits. The measuring is con- 
inued through the town the same as 
elsewhere, and the numbers are re- 
sumed again after passing out of the 

wo limits on the opposite side. 
The numbers to be applied are de- 
termined the same as elsewhere, by 
the distance from the starting point. 

The Rural Press thus describes the 
manner in which the system works: 


Here are the fine points, and ver wo 
ones, in favor ot this system. In fact, itis 
the only attempt, so far as known, to sys- 
tematise this thing. The numbers indicate 
the distance from the starting point, which 
can be figured almost instantly. As there 
are two — oy in each block; divide the 
house number by 2 to find the number of 
blocks from the commencement; as there 
are 10 blocks in the mile, divide the result 
by 10, or point off one decimal, and the dis- 
tance in miles and tenths is obtained. Take, 
for example, 196. Divide by 2 and you have 
98; divide that again by 10, or point off one 
decimal, and you have 9.8 miles. This cal- 
culafion can be m as fast as a horse can 
run. ino the case of the odd numbers, add

A TRUST WINS. 


The Sult Against Ghicago’s Gas Mo- 
nopoly Dismissed. 

CHICAGO, June 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Prsss.] A sensation was caused 
here this afternoon bythe filing of 
a stipulation dismissing the suit of 
Charlton against the Chicago Gas 
Trust. It was on this suit that Col.

Cruise of Chinas Squadron 
of Evolution. 
Unwonted Display of Naval Strength 
by the Flowery Kingdom.

SAN FRANciIscO, June 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship 
City of Rio Janeiro, from Hong Kong 
and Yokohama, brings the following 
advices: 

The Chinese Times, describing the 
cruise of the Chinese squadron which 
visited Hong Kong and Singapore, 
states that a long time was occupied 
at Hong Kong in docking and repairing 
the two iron clads of the squadron and 


overhauling the cruiser Kwang Chia. 
Leaving Hong Kong March 4th, the 
squadron, numbering six vessels, pro- 
ceeded under steam to Cape St. James, 
where one vessel, with Admiral Ting, 
proceeded up the river to Saigon. On 
March 31st the squadron, after recoal-

ing, left for Singapore, which was 


made in three days. Here the vessels 
were visited by people from the shore, 
and several public dinners were given 
to the Admiral and officers. Leaving 
Singapore April 15th, Manila was 
reached in eight days. 

The Tsi Yuen delayed the squadron 
on this run by first stopping for re- 
pairs, and then, not being able to keep 
up steam, reduced the speed of the 
squadron to seven knots for some time. 
At Manila it was stated $20,000 had 
been raised to entertain the officers 
and men of, the fleet. The Admiral 
would not permit the outlay of such a 
sum, but live stock, vegetables and 
cigars were liberally distributed on 
board the vessel by Chinese residents. 


The squadron returned to Hong 
Kong on April 29th, making a three- 
days’ run from Manila. weather 


was experienced during the whole 
cruise. There were two deaths durin 
the cruise, and a large proportion. 
the men were incapacitated for some 
time, owing to the prevalence among 
them of beriberi. The need of foreign 
trained surgeons was again made evi- 
dent. Admiral Lang, who has since 
resigned from the Chinese service, and 
who directed the movements of the 
vessels, was not well, the paper states, 
and was unable to share in the hospi- 
talities extended to the other officers. 
during the cruise. 

The fleet is expected to renew the 
visit to Singapore next winter, and the. 

inese paper speaks of an extension 
of the cruise to Australia. 

MUTINY ON A CRUISER. ; 

A mutiny occurred on board the 
Chinese steel cruiser Nan Sheng, one 
ofthe Nan Yang squadron lying at 
‘Woosung, about the 27th: 
Chu Ming Fu refused to allow native 
sailors more than half pay, as the ves- 
sel was at anchor undergoing repairs. 
Commodore Wu, with a detachment of 
soldiers from the fort near by, went 
aboard and proceeded to dole out the 
sailors’ half pay. The latter, however, 
fell on the soldiers and drove them 
from the vessel, stabbing three of 
them. The sailors then locked up the 
Commodore and Captain, and pro- 
ceeded to havea festive time. The 
subsequently released the officers, an 
the Commodore caused fifteen of the 
ringleaders to be sent ashore and sum- 
marily dealt with.

Pedro. 


THE CAPITAL STOCK INCREASED. 


Work on the Extension to Com- 
mence Soon—The Union Pacific 
Behind the Scheme-The Re- 
dondo Lines—General Notes. 


It is a settled fact that the Cross road is 
going to San Pedro. During the past few 
days the St. Louis stockholders have in- 
creased the capital stock $1,500,000, and 
they say that work will be commenced on 
the extension within sixty days. The road 
will positively be run down the east side of 
the Los Angeles River, and will go to Rat- 
tlesnake Island. The company hae already 
spent about fifty thousand dollars in getting 
rights of way and on the island. ‘Three or 
four prominent citizens of this city have 
been working for this for some time past, 
and they have agreed to donate a tract of 
land on Boyle Heights, near First street, 
for depot purposes. The same gentlemen 
are also working up a union depot scheme 
2 the same place, and they hope to get all 
ot the roads in except the Southern Pacific, 
which has its own grounds and is under 
contract to remain oo the Wolfskill tract 
fur a term of years. 

Some of the Cross road stockholders who 
were out here with Mr. Kearns of St. Louis, 
afew months ago, are expected here ina 
few days, when active work on the exten- 
sion will begin. They expect to put sev- 
eral hundred men to work, and will rush it 
through this summer, if possible, 

This extension will probably be a hard 
blow at President Huntington of the South- 
ern Pacific, as the Oregon Navigation Com- 

ny, which owns the stenmers now plying

The Cross road people also have another 
local deal on, which may be brought 
to a head any time, and prob- 
ably would some days ago had 
it not been for the severe iliness of Hon. 
E. F. Spence, president of the San Gabriel 
Valley Rapid Transit road., ‘The Cross peo- 

le intend to take that road if they can get 

t at reasonable terms. They will make it 
standard gauge, and will put on good roll- 
ing stock. 

The whole thing looks like a Union Pa- 
cific move to get into this city, and also to 
San Pedro. The principal reason why 
railroad people believe it to be a Union Pa- 
cific move is because the surveyors who 
were working from Ludlow on the line of 
the Atlantic and Pacific to Banning were 
taken off the other doy and sent north. In 
the first place, the Union Pacific would not 
run a line to Banning unless it intended to 
come to Los Angeles; and, in the second 
place, it would not take its surveyors off 

unless it intended to absorb some road that 
is already in Los Angeles, and the rapid 
transit is the only road that would suit it. 
A well-known’ railroad builder who has 
been watching this transaction said to a 
‘Times reporter yesterday: 

“There will more railroad building 
under way in this southern > a 
few months than ever before.

A BOLD ATTEMPT AT MURDER. 


Young Mortimer Plant’s Evil Pro- 
pensities—A Free Manipulator 
of Strychnine—No Legal 
Steps Taken. 


Mortimer Plant is a very bad boy. 
He is 14 years old, and lives with his 
mother and sister on Orange Grove 
avenue near Cypress street. His father 
is at present working in Seattle. 
Mortimer’s crimes as far as known 
eonsist in his cutting off a horse’s tail, 
poisonipg a dog, and in a bold attempt 
to poison a family. ad Mortimer 
not poisoned the dog, he might have 
kept the public in ignorance of his 
true character a while longer. 

Thursday, Alexander McLean’s fa- 
vorite dog died. It was plain that he 
had been poisoned, and suspicion 
pointed to Mortimer as the guilty 
arty. Marshal McLean arrested the 

y, who confessed he had committed 
the offense for a consideration of 50 
cents, * him by Frank Wright, a 
boy who wanted to shoot the dog. 
Mortimer had suggested poison as a 
quieter and simpler remedy for ending 
the canine’s existence, and the price 
he asked for the job had proved alto- 
gether satisfactory. 

Mortimer spent Thursday night in 
jail. The gloom pervading his prison 
coll made him communicative, and he 
startled the officers by a bold confes- 
sion of an attempt to poison and 
Mrs. C. M. Rankine, near-by . neigh- 
bors, in December last. 

Yesterday morning Mortimer was 
given an examination by Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney McLachlin in Judge 
Van Doren’s courtroom. The boy’s 
statement was taken down in full by 
Stenographer Marlind, and is summed 
up briefly as follows: 

Last fall Mortimer worked for Mr. 
Rankine. One day while driving that 
gentleman to a train he suggested that 
the horse’s tail was too long and ought 
to be cutoff. Mr. Rankine didn’t look 
at the matter in the same light, and 
saidas much. But the same evening 
when he returned home the lower half 
of the animal’s fly-killer had disap- 
peared. Mortimer was accused of the 
crime, but denied all knowledge of it, 
whereupon he was discharged and $1 
due him for services was left unpaid, 
Mr. Rankine agreeing to hand over 
the money when the boy owned up to 
the misdemeanor. 

But Mortimer was not built. that 
way. He thirsted for revenge, and set 
about to secure it in a manner that 
would have done credit to a villain of 
twice his years. His mind reverted to 
a bottle filled with pretty crystals he 
remembered having seen in Mrs. 
Armstrong’s barn. The bottle was 
labeled “strychnine,” and strychnine 
was just what he wanted. 6 took 
the bottle home and hid it in a shed. 
One morning he saw Mr. and Mrs. 
Rankine drive away ina buggy. Now 
was his opportunity. On the back 
porch of the Rankine residence was a 
rollof butter. Into the soft substance 
Mortimer prodded one of his front 
fingers. Into the cavity thus formed 
went the crystals of strychnine; the 
top of the roll was carefully smoothed 
over and the deed was done. 

This was on December 14th. The 
following morning Mrs. Rankine ate 
some of the butter and became seri- 
ously ill. She was saved only by 
prompt medical attendance, Two pups 
also swallowed some of the butter 
and died. The attending physicians 
rightly ascribed the cause of the 
trouble to strychnine, and young Plant 
was arrested on suspicion, but dis- 
charged on account of insufficient 
evidence. of December 
16th contained a full account of the 
episode. 

When asked yesterday whether he 
intended to kill Mr. or Mrs. Rankine, 
he said he didn’t care if he had killed 
them both. | 

All of the above goes to show that 
Mortimer is a very bad boy. He was 
suspended from school recently for 
writing ona fence uncomplimentary 
language concerning a teacher. 

Lately he has been distributing the 
Examiner for H. E. Pratt. His mother 
is almost heartbroken over the sad dis- 
closures of the past two days. It has 
not yet been decided what legal steps 
will be taken.

Dr. Black's re- 
marks consumed about fifteen minutes 
and were listened to with interest 
throughout. 

Attorney A. R. Metcalfe, who had 
been announced to speak on “The 
Laws as They Are Today,“ was una- 
voidably absent, He forwarded his re- 

retsin a letter, which was read by 

r. Black, in which the writer called 
attention to the necessity of more 
stringent laws bearing on the subject 
in question. 

iss Jennie C. Carr followed with an 

address on The Genesis of Crime.“ 
The speaker said, in the course of her 
interesting and pointed remarks, that 
„there are too many boys and girls who 
know only their mothers, and who 
never have heard of their fathers.’’ 
The reform schools, notably that at 
Whittier, were favorably discussed, 
and. attention was directed to the 
change effected during recent years in 
the manner of conducting them, the 
inmates now being put largely on their 
conduct, instead of be-

The danger girls 
are continually placed in was enlarged 
upon. None are too young, none too 
old to esca the hands of the rav- 
isher.“ he subject was discussed 
from various standpoints, and rem- 
edies were suggested for bringin 
about a better state of affairs. T 
speaker’s remarks were received with 
much applause. 

Mrs. Ruth yg was the 
last speaker. She spoke of the im- 
portance of cultivating purity in chil- 
dren, and said that those aiming to 
lead a pure life should pattern after 
the example set down by Christ. Mrs. 
Ridges strongly advocated woman’s 
rights as an important factor that 
would tend to right some of the pres- 
ent evils, 

After singing a hymn the benedic- 
tion was pronounced, and the meeting 
adjourned. 

All persons interested are requested 
to meet at the residence of Dr. Black 
tomorrow afternoon at 8 -o’clock to 
effect an organization for the advance- 
ment of social purity and the sup- 
pression of vice.
